SERVICE AT LESS THAN COST 

For the carriage of newspapers 
through the mails the P. O. depart¬ 
ment received $1,352,800.07 for the 
year ending March 31st, 1924. The 
cost of carriage is estimated by the 
department at $3,500,000. Time was 
when newspapers were carried free, 
and weekly newspapers were sold for 
a dollar a year and dailies for two 
and three dollars a year. Gradually 
the imposts have been-raised but there 
is no reason why every sendee should 
not pay its way. Newspapers are a 
business proposition and the state is 
under no obligation to carry^them' at 
a loss. 

SAVING ON ALBERTA BONDS 

A direct saving of $36,000 a year in 
the into res* charges on the recent is¬ 
sue of Alberta bonds amounting to $3,- 
740,000 has been effected as a result 
of the lower rate of interest the bonds 
carry as compared with their first is¬ 
sue ten years ago. The first issue was 
made in 1915 at a time when the inter¬ 
est rates were high. The issue was 
made for ten years at a yield of 5.96 
per cent, per annum. The refunding 
issue was made last week at a rate of 
5.06, for 25 years making a net saving 
of .90 per gent, or about $36,000 a 
year. The successful tenderers are 
distributing, in connection with the 
placing of the bonds on the market, 
some 500 copies of the charts of pro¬ 
gress recently issued by-the Publicity 1 
Branch, showing the progress of the 
province in various lines of production 
in the last twenty years. 

In Ontario a tax of $250 is imposed 
on peddlars coming into the towns, 
who dispose of their goods to house¬ 
holders.

DIRECT MARKETING 

Writing editorially on the subject of 
direct marketing of fruit to the retail 
trade, the Vancouver Sun has the fol¬ 
lowing to say 

It is natural that the majority of 
produce dealers should disapprove of 
and resent the decision of the tree- 
fruit and berry, growers to market 
their crops direct to the retail trade 
where satisfactory arrangements with 
wholesalers cannot bo made. It is 
eqbally natural that the growers 
should determine to adopt their new 
policy because their long and bitter 
experience proves they have no alter¬ 
native if they desire to remain in busi¬ 
ness. No group of growers in British 
Columbia using the services of the 
produce trade has been able to net 
prices sufficient to cover the real cost 
of production plus a fair salary for 
time expended and interest on their 
investment. Vancouver Island straw¬ 
berry growers;- most favored of all 
climatically and in quality of produc¬ 
tion. have been but little better off 
than the 'others; the choicest fruit 
grown under the best of cultural 
methods has not been profitable to 
produce. Under such conditions our 
fruit growers are driven to a change, 
for a continuation of the old methods 
leads only to abandonment of the land. 
Already hostile dealers are threaten¬ 
ing “friendly” dealers are generously 
“warning’’ the growers to be cautious 
of radical measures; the answer* to 
Undisguised enmity should be the same 
as to the snakes in the grass; “You 
have driven us to it; we have no alter¬ 
native. You have fought each other 
with our fruit and we have paid the 
price. You have taken the profits; we 
have taken the losses. We have been 
divided, blindfolded and pillaged. You 
have united us by your own callous 
selfish folly.” 

ALBERTA COAL FOR ONTARIO 

The initial shipment of 25,000 tons 
of Alberta coal to Ontario points, un¬ 
der the arrangements arrived at be¬ 
tween the Alberta Government, Do¬ 
minion Govrnment and Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways, will be commenced 
shortly, following the return of Trade 
Commissioner Howard Stutchbury 
from the East. An arrangement has’ 
been made between the Alberta Gov- 
emmnt and the C.N.R. whereby the in¬ 
itial shipment of 25,000 tons will be 
made to prove the freight rate at 
which the coal can be carried. The 
Dominion Government has agreed to 
bear the difference between a $7 a ton 
rate and the actual cost of carrying 
the coal, provided there is a difference. 
The costs will be checked by an expert 
in behalf of the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment and W. P. Hinton, former Vice- 
President of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway in charge of traffic, will do 
this work. The C.N.R. has agreed to 
carry coal at actual out-of-pocket op¬ 
erating costs. Orders have been re¬ 
ceived for more than 200,000 tons 1 
from Ontario, and if the arrangement 
works out satisfactorily to all concern¬ 
ed, there will be considerable market 
for the Alberta product. The trial 
shipment will include coal from Drum* 
heller, Clover Bar, Pembina, Wabam- 
um, Three Hills and Saunders Creek. 

MAY MAKE PAPER FROM STRAW

The Cana¬ 
an advantage is much more striking 
when the three prairie provinces, Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the 
largest grain settlement area in the 
world, where yet there are millions of 
acres awaiting settlement, are com¬ 
pared with those sections of the Un¬ 
ited States of similar general condi¬ 
tions and production. The average 
price of occupied farm lands in Mani¬ 
toba, including both improved and un¬ 
improved, together with dwelling 
house and buildings, is $28., and in 
I Saskatchewan and Alberta $24.

KEEPING TURKEYS 

Turkey raising is not tffe difficult 
matter that many believe it to be, 
writes Mr. A. G .Taylor of the Poultry 
Division, Dominion Experimental 
Farms, who itemizes the essentials to 
success in this line of poultiy keeping| 
as follows: Well-drained soil; free 
range, well-developed, healthy, unre¬ 
lated breeding stock; and palatable 
foods properly and regularly fed. The 
birds are not confined to houses and 
for winter nights require only the shel¬ 
ter of a sti aw-barn or closed-in shed. 
Nor is the feeding an expensive mat¬ 
ter. Turkeys, especially the Bronze,j 
which is our largest and most popular) 
breed, aie great foragers and gather 
much of their food from the fields. 
Altogether there is little labour re¬ 
quired in keeping a (lock; a small in¬ 
vestment will provide a suitable start; 
and the market for dressed turkeys is 
good at Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
A bulletin written by Mr. Taylor ert-j 
titled “Turkeys, Their Care and Man-| 
agemont,” (No. 46, New Series) is 
now in the press. In it are to he found j 
a discussion o^breeds; practical direc¬ 
tions for successfully managing a flock| 
and notes on the prevention and cure 
of disease.

The Old Record Well will*** Drilled to 
a Greater Depth. .Vulcan Oila have 
a Big Drilling Rig on the Way 

The old Record Well started by A. 
D. McPherson of Black Diamond will 
he the scene pf activity once more as 
the new owners will proceed to drill 
deeper with the hope of striking a flow 
of oil. The Record well is the deepest 
of all wells in the Turner Valley being 
down to a depth of 4,327 feet. It is 
located on legal subdivision 13 of sec¬ 
tion 4, township 19, range 2, west of 
the fifth meridian, approximately six 
miles southeast of the original Ding- 
man wells, the Record was drilled 4,- 
327 feet deep. A bit was lost at the 
bottom of the deep hole, but when 
work shut down, oil had risen about 
600 feet in the well. The oil was the 
characteristic high gravity product of 
the Turner valley field, about 54 grav¬ 
ity Beaume. At the present time,.of¬ 
ficials are debating plans to clean out 
and drill - the old w#U deeper or to 
start another hole. The company was 
capitalized for $400,000 and besides 
holdings of 520 acres around the site 
of the present well, it also holds an¬ 
other 40 acre site in the last half sec¬ 
tion 34, township 20, range 3, at the 
northern end of the Turner Valley an¬ 
ticline. 

The Vulcan Oil Company, which re¬ 
cently was authorized to organize and J 
sell shares by the Alberta Public Utili-j 
ty board, is making preparations 'to | 
ship in a rig ordered from a Winnipeg I 
supply company at the earliest possi¬ 
ble moment. This wejl will bo the 
northernmost new well located so far 
this summer in the field. The site has 
been picked in the northwest quarter 
of section 13, township 20, range 3, 
about three-quarters of a mile north 
and a little west of the Illinois-Alber- 
ta well and. pbout, a mile northwest 
of Royalite No. 4.

Satisfactory preliminary progress Is 
reported m connection with the forma¬ 
tion ol tiie new dairy, livestock and 
poultry pools, according to a state¬ 
ment that has been issued by the exec¬ 
utive ol tlie three oiganizations. in 
Ui case ol' the dairy pool a total of 55b 
contracts have been signed up. With 
tlie livestock pool, 1,00b contracts 
have been jsecuied. ho far as the poul¬ 
try .pool is concerned, 359 contracts 
have been signed, representing tlie 
production of 21,102 hens. A concen¬ 
trated drive in connection with all 
three pools will be made through the 
province during the three weeks from 
June b to 2b, when it is confidently ex¬ 
pected that u sufficient number of 
members will he secured to warrant 
the co-operative maiketijig system be¬ 
ing .put into the actual practice this 
year. The objective of the dairy pool 
is 33 1-3 per cent, of the total milk 
and cream marketed in the province in 
the 1923, based on figures of tlie Do¬ 
minion department of agriculture. The 
objective of the livestock pool Is a 
marketing minimum of 2,600 cars of 
livestock based on 25 head-of cattle 
per car, 80 head of hogs per car, and 
100 head of sheep per car. The ob¬ 
jective of the poultry pool is 1,600,000 
dozen eggs. The contracts signed to 
date cover a production of approxi¬ 
mately 144,000 dozen, or about 10 per 
cent of the objective. In the case of 
the dairy and livestock pool, the mem¬ 
bership fee is $2, and the contract in 
each case is to run for five years. The 
stimulus behihd the movement for the 
poultry pool has come chiefly from the 
farm women. The membership fee is 
$1, and as. with the other pools the 
contract is for a five-year period.

Following the obtaining of a mass 
of ducumentary evidence, the Alberta 
Coal Commission will commence the 
holding of siftings as follows: Edmon¬ 
ton, May 6 to 8; Calgary, May 11 to 
13; Drumheller, May 14 and 16; Leth¬ 
bridge, May 18 to 20; Blairmore, May 
21 to 23. 

Exports of Alberta butter via the 
Panama Canal continue to increase, 
according to the Annual Report of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture. 
The exports by this route in 1923 
amounted to 4,000 packages of 661bs. 
each, while in 1924 the shipments by 
this route by three firms alone totalled 
13,721 packages. 

Alberta’s population at the end of 
1924 was approximately 640,000, ac¬ 
cording to an estimate made by the 
provincial government This is an in¬ 
crease of 52,000 as ' compared with 
1921, when the last official census was 
taken.

THECROWMENACE 

Mr. B. Lawton, Game Commissioner 
for the Province of Alberta, who visit¬ 
ed in this district this week, endeavor¬ 
ed to impress local gun clubs and game 
protection associations generally of 
the necessity and importance of or¬ 
ganizing to combat the crow menace. 
These birds with the magpies are, as 
everyone knows, destructive to game 
and other beneficial birds. While the 
crow is to some extent beneficial due 
to the destruction of grubs and grass¬ 
hoppers, he offsets this by consuming 
more or less grain and by destroying 
the eggs and young birds of species, 
which are economically of greater val¬ 
ue to the farmer than the crow. In 
addition to this he is responsible to a 
great»extent for the scarcity of song 
and insectivorous birds . Mr. Lawton 
informs us that the Department of 
Agriculture in 1924 put on a competi¬ 
tion for the destruction of crows, mag¬ 
pies and gophers which proved so suc¬ 
cessful that it is being repeated *for 
1925. Cash prizes are being o'ffered, 
particulars of which will appear in a 
later issue of this paper. Mr. Law! on 
points out that crows and (heir eggs 
destroyed during the month of May 
will give better results in the efforts 
to protect the eggs and young of the 
birds, as during this priod most birds 
are nesting and incumbating. The 
nests of the crows are to be found in 
willow or poplar bluffs, often Tiot more 
than ten feet up, composed of twigs 
and other material and in size approx¬ 
imately about an ordinary water pail. 
On taking the eggs, it is suggested to 
destroy the nests as by doing this it 
may prevent laying the second batch 
of eggs. In order to avoid the possi¬ 
bility of disturbing the nests of pro¬ 
tected birds and destroying their eggs 
it would be well for those who are not 
able to identify the eggs of the crow 
or magpie to consult their teacher or 
some person who can give them the 
desired information. 

BUY AT H OME 

Tha Vulcan Advocate has frequent¬ 
ly pointed out the many benefits to be 
derived, by every resident of any com¬ 
munity, through carrying out to a 
greater extent, the policy of buying at 
home.

Likewis%our dry goods merchants are 
offering bargains that we doubt can be 
duplicated even at the mail order 
((houses. In men’s clothing and furnish¬ 
ings this town is very fortunate in 
having progressive merchants who 
carry excellent stocks and who price 
them with a view to quick turnover. 
The same applies to hardware, boots 
and shoes, where small profits and 
quick returns is the motto. The policy 
of trading at home is well worth while 
and above all things, keeps the money 
circulating locally among our own 
people. Before sending orders away 
to an outside firm, first consult the 
local merchant for price comparisons.
